com e allies in som e future conflict, 
direct 
com m unication 
with 
London 
can be m aintained from the Eiffel 
tower. 
Southw ard from it waves of 
w arning and com m and xviii float into 
A lgeria and Tunis. From this re m a rk ­ 
able tow er m ay issue orders th at will 
change the m ap of Europe. 
During the arm y m aneuvers las: 
fall th** various corps were directed 
from the new 
station. 
Later,

and th** M editerranean w ere ordered 
without a birch in the sam e way. 
Quit** recently the

T he work of equipping it for signal 
purposes is now going on. and it is

in the world. 
T he French ar** pleased with the 
idea of retaining 
the 
architectural 
curiosity, and their vanity is tickled 
by the plan to m ake it the m ost won­ 
derful xx ar eye on the globe. 
Indeed, lh** enthusiastic people con 
Silently expect, in a short 
time, 
to 
see airships arriving at and departing 
from this great steel stem - an airship 
station nearly 1.000 feet above earth. 
From tho top of th e Eiffel tower 
on a clear day one can see about S5 
miles. 
At night a searchlight from 
this em inence stabs th** surrounding 
darkness. 
At its base this xvonderful 
tow er 
covers n early tw o and a half acres 
of ground. 
Its lower section consists 
of four built-up iron colum ns, each of 
which consists of four sm aller col 
limns, resting on m asonry piers. 
Springing gracefully upward, 
the 
four m ain colum ns curve tow ard each 
other until, 620 feet above the stir 
face, they join in a 
single 
column. 
Above this the longer needle of the 
tow er rises 364 feet higher. 
At 189 feet, at 380 feet and again 
at 906 feet there ar** platform s which 
are reached by elevators, as well as 
by stairs. 
From the highest platform a wind 
ing stairw ay climbs to the very pin­ 
nacle of the structure, but this part 
has never been open to the j ublic. 
W hen these different platform s are 
converted into airship stations, the 
French will, indeed, possess a noveltx 
of which they may be proud. 
W hen the 
French 
com plete 
the 
equipm ent of the Eiffel tow er as the 
eye and brain of their m ilitary opera 
tions, they will doubtless have some 
startling innovation to present. 
Upon a peace footing the French 
arm y consists of about 550,000 m en; 
U lt total war strength of th e nation is 


figured at som ething over 4,600 ORO. 
W ere the arm ies of F rance to in­ 
vade G erm any, England or Italy, they 
could be directed by the Eiffel tow er 
station far into those countries— to 
the capitals of England and Germ any, 
did they succeed in getting th a t far. 
But if the m ain duty were defense 
of th** republic’s home territory, the 
wireless service would probably 
be 
even better, as m ore or less perm a­ 
nent stations could be erected along 
th e line of frontier fortifications from 
which to com m unicate with Eiffel. 
W hen the new frontier 
line 
was 
draw n by Germ any afte r the w ar of 
1870, It was so arranged that all the 
strongest positions should fall on the 
Germ an side of th** line. 
F rance’s 
first line of defense stands back from 
the frontier, at Verdun, Toul, Belfort 
and Besancon. 
The defenses of Baris are 50 miles 
aw ay from the city, extending around 
it in a circle of fortifications so that 
an invading arm y —the Germ ans, for 
exam ple—even a fte r overcom ing the 
first line of defense would have to 
break through this inner ring. 
For that reason there will never be 
an o th er siege of P aris in 
the 
sam e 
sense as the 
last 
one. 
Should an 
enem y get past the 50-mile chain of 
forts th ere would be no other obstacle 
in m arching upon th.e city. 
Here. then, is the necessity for a 
vigilant war eye at th** capital over­ 
looking all the m ilitary area within 
the frontiers. 
Th** arm y corps at Nancy wou’d un­ 
doubtedly bear th*' first shock A 
a 
G< rm an advance; every turn of the 
tide of conflict m ust 
be 
known 
at 
once to Baris, so th a t the other eorp9 
could be prom ptly moved like m en on 
a chessboard. 
In a sim ilar way the fleets under 
the tric o lo r could be moved, p r a n c e ’s 
great navy would be cem ented into a 
mobile and effective whole.

France-—her frontiers, her chains of 
fortresses aud her seaboard—for it 
has been made the central point of 
the great wireless signal system of 
the French army and navy. 
' From the top of the tower, which Is 
981 feet from tile ground, officials of 
the army may direct mlltiary opera 
tions In any p.irl of the republic, and 
even for considerable ilWunees over 
the frontier in adjoining lounties. Its 
naval fleets in the Mediterranean, the 
Hay of Ulscay. the Knglish channel, 
the North sea or the Daltic will be in 
constant touch with the 
directing 


authorities in Paris. 


Should France and England

From the top of the Eiffel tower 


on a clear day one can sec about Sj 
miles. 
At night a searchlight from 


this eminence stabs the surrmmdhu: 
darkness. 


At its base this wonderful 
tower 


covers nearly two and a half acres 
of ground. Its lower section consists 
of four built-up Iron columns, each of 
which consists of four smaller col 
limns, resting on masonry piers. 


Springing gracefully upward, 
the 


lour main columns curve toward each 
other until, U20 feet above the sur- 
face, they join in a 
single 
column. 


Above this tho longer needle of the 
tower rises 384 feet higher. 


At ISO feet, at 3S(1 feet and again 


at 900 feet there are platforms which 
are reached by elevators, as well as 
by stairs. 


From the highest platform a wind- 


ing stairway climbs to the very pin- 
nacle of the structure, but this part 
has never been open to the public. 


When these different platforms are 


converted Into airship stations, the 
French will. Indeed, possess a novelty 
of which they may be proud. 


When the 
French 
complete 
the 


equipment of the Klffel tower as the 
eye and brain of their military opera- 
tions, they will doubtless have some 
startling innovation to present. 


Upon a peace footing the French 


army consists of about 550,000 men; 
tb* total war strength ot U>» nation in 


figured at something over 4,600,(W>. 


Were the armies of France to In- 


vade Germany, England or Italy, they 
could be directed by the Eiffel tower 
station far Into Ihose countries—to 
the capitals of England and Oermany, 
did they succeed In getting that far. 


Hut if Ihe main duty were defense 


of the republic's home territory, the 
wireless service would probably 
be 


even better, as more or less perma- 
nent stations could be erected along 
the line of frontier fortifications from 
which to communicate with Eiffel. 


When the new frontier 
line 
was 


drawn by Germany after the war of 
1S70, It was so arranged that all the 
strongest positions shoulu fall on the 
German side of the line. 
France's 


first line of defense stands back from 
the frontier, at Verdun, Toul, Bclfort 
and Hesancon. 


The defenses of Paris are 50 miles 


away from the city, extending around 
H In a circle of fortifications so that 
an invading army—the Germans, for 
example—even after overcoming the 
flrst line of defense would havo to 
break through this Inner ring. 


For that reason there will nover b» 


another siege of Paris in the same 
sense as the 
last 
one. 
Should an 


enemy get past tile 50-mile chain of 
forts there would be no other obstacle 
in marching upon the city. 


Here, then, is the necessity for • 


vigilant war eye at the capital over- 
looking all the military area within 
the frontiers. 


The army corps at Nancy wou'd un- 


doubtedly bear the flrst shock -Jf

German advance; every turn of the 
tide of conflict must 
be known 
at 


•nice to Paris, so that the other corps 
could be promptly moved like men on 
a chessboard.

Were the armies of France to In- 


vade Germany, England or Italy, they 
could be directed by the Eiffel tower 
station far Into those countries—to 
the capitals of England and Oermany, 
did they succeed in getting that far. 


But if Ihe main duty were defense 


of the republic's home territory, the 
wireless service would probably 
be 


even better, as more or less perma- 
nent stations could be erected along 
the line of frontier fortifications from 
which to communicate with Eiffel. 


When the new frontier 
line 
was 


drawn by Germany after the war of 
3S70, It was so arranged that all the 
strongest positions shoulu fall on the 
German side of the line. 
France's 


first line of defense stands back from 
the frontier, at Verdun, Toul, Rclfort 
and Uesancon. 


The defenses of Paris are 50 miles 


away from the rity, extending around 
it In a circle of fortifications so that 
an invading army—the Germans, for 
example—even after overcoming the 
first line of defense would have to 
break through this Inner ring. 


For that reason there will never be 


another siege of Paris in the same 
sense as the 
last one. Should an 


enemy get past the 50-mile chain of 
forts there would be no other obstacle 
in marching upon the city. 


Here, then, is the necessity for a 


vigilant war eye at the capital over- 
looking all the military area within 
the frontiers. 


The army corps at Nancy wouM un-

German advance; every turn of the 
tide of conflict must

known 
at
